[Gorbachev] We shall make this channel a national one. The channel is 
intended for Moscow and Moscow Region and slightly touches on 
Vladimir, Tver and Smolensk [Regions]. But we have plans to make it a 
national radio station. 


[Diana Berlin, Radio-1 general producer] The station will not be 
politicized. Mikhail Sergeyevich [Gorbachev] has no such intention. 
This will be a family channel broadcasting many cultural programmes. 
There will be a music rubric that will broadcast hits of all 
generations. 


[Correspondent] Gorbachev said that he does not intend to use his 
role as a media owner as a means of advancing his own interests. This 
is an attempt to restructure radio. It is an experiment of sorts...

reception along that greyline path should be possible, as I have 
already mentioned in the IRCA group.
